Bread bags become 
bargain bonanza 


Polly’s Problem 


DHAR PO LLY 
I have saved bread bags since my 
son was a baby, when I used them as diaper bags Now I 
do not need them for that, but saving them has become a 
habit I would like to know how I can use them 
JE A N 
DEAR JEA N — Of course, you could use these plastic 
bread bags to replace many plastic bags you may be 
buying. Below are letters from readers with many 
suggestions for the use of such bags. — P O L L Y . 


D EA R PO LLY 
Mrs E. L asked how to crochet rugs out 
of plastic bags I have cerebral palsy and have crocheted aout 
2(X) such rugs in the past four years Start cutting your bags 
into strips about two inches wide, going from the top down and 
round and round the bag I find it easier to sew the ends of these 
long strips together overlapping the ends about two inches 
Start the rug by making a chain of about 14 inches with a size 
K metal crochet hook 
Then single crochet in each chain 
stitch , adding an extra single crochet at the end Keep going 
around, being sure to make enough additions so the rug oval 
will lay nice and flat and not roll up ( rochet until the desired 
size is attained 
I also use old plastic tablecloths, shower curtains and drapes 
and even swimming pool liners 
anything, as long as it. is 
plastic The heavier the material the narrower the strips 
should be cut I also edge the bread bag rugs with a heavier 
plastic If a rug seems a bit “ curly” I put it under my mat­ 
tress and sleep on it a couple of nights and tins does a great job 
of pressing

course, some make round rugs. Then the center chain is joined 
an a stitch worked in each single crochet, adding additional 
stitches when needed to make rug lay flat. Mrs. J. VV. wrote 
that she also uses such bags to crochet vests, stool covers, 
place mats, tablecloths and even bedspreads. She shakes dirt 
off and washes them in cool water when it is needed, L. ll 
tapers the ends of a cut bag in about three inches from the tips 
and then places tips, going in opposite directions, and sews 
them together for a nice flat look where bags are joined. Mrs. 
E. J. S. makes shopping bags by crocheting twice the length 
desired, and then turning half up and then crochets sides 
together.Handles are made ol narrow strips of the same.Since 
they stretch she reinforces her crochet work with a strong 
cord that is crocheted in with the plastic strips. Doris also 
uses dry cleaning plastic bags for crocheting rugs and says 
they should be cut about six inches wide. — D O LLY.
